ed intention of “cutting him down.*’

seven with assault, Gauley and two 
citizens, 
deputized 
to 
assist 
him, 
went to the home of Henry Beck* a 
colored farm er, near Eliott, this after­ 
noon. As the posse approached the 
negroes ceased their work in the field 
and grabbing pitchforks and other 
farm tools made for the deputy. Gau­ 
ley opened fire with two revolvers 
before the negros came withing strik­ 
ing distance and before the other 
m embers of the poss had gained their 
wits five of the attacking party were 
dead and the rem ainder wounded. The 
deputy surrendered, but was releas- 
d to appear for hearing tomorrow.

Washington, July 21.—Prosecutions 
against m anufacturers of ice cream 
cones containing borax are to be in­ 
s ta te d by the government under the 
pure food law. 
Large seizures of cones were made 
recently 
in 
different 
parts 
of 
the 
country by inspectors of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture. Analysis of the 
cones seized disclosed the presence 
of borax a property which has been 
held to be detrimental to the hum an 
stomach. 


The cones, chemically tested, were 
found to contain also saccharine and 
benzoate of soda, but it was said at 
the departm ent today that proposed 
prosecutions would be based solely 
on the presence of borax, inasmuch 
as saccharine still was under inves 
ligation and benzoate of soda had 
been held to be harm less when used 
in small quantities. 
Inspectors will continue to make 
seizures wherever cones are found 
containing borax. M anufacturers using 
borax contend this ingredient is ne­ 
cessary to make the cones hold their 
shape.

Washington, July 21.—In pursuance 
of its aim to raise the Indian to the 
plane of independence occupied by 
his compeers of other races the bu­ 
reau of Indian affairs will materially 
decrease the rations to be distributed 
among the red mien this year. 
The officials are engaged in appor­ 
tioning the Indian appropriation for 
the current year and will reduce th* 
number of Indian receiving gratuities 
from the government from IO to 15 
per cent. This year the rations, it is 
said, will be confined largely to aged 
and indigent Indians. 
Fhe indian bureau believes that in 
decreasing the rations so far as pds- 
sible, it is lending a helping hand 
to the Indian in his combat for self- 
support. The goal which the officials 
see in the not distant future is a 
total abolition of these gratuities. 
Last year 17,868 Indians received 
rations at a cost of $412,142. This 
cost, it is expected, will be decreas­ 
ed by $28,033 this year, and the of­ 
ficials claim that the decrease would 
have been much greater had it not 
been for increased cost of living.
